Our school lunch has been fortunate, this year, in 
receiving a large amount of government food. It is for- 
tunate that we are enrolled under the National School 
Lunch Act, which entitles us to the liberal assistance 
of these foods. At a recent P.T.A. meeting at Liberty, 
Miss Gertrude Griney, State School Lunch Director, 
made very clear that schools operating on an indenendent 
lunch, in other words, schools not enrolled under the 
National School Lunch Act will, beyond all doubts, re- 
ceive no government foods this year, and will fare no 
better in years to come. The Federal School Lunch Pro- 
gram, greatly enlarged, still rapidly expanding, leaves 
no food for the schools not enrolled in the National School 
Lunch Program. 

You should all be aware of the fact that a survey of 
Maine’s educational system is now being made. and is 
nearly complete. This study is the result of an anpropria- 
tion of $25,000. made bv the last legislature, to finance 
a complete and comprehensive study of education in 
Maine. Some facts, which they have brought to light, 
stand out glarinelv in need of adinstment. You should 
be interested in this studv and avail vourself of the in- 
formation resulting from this survey. Mr. Donald Mathie- 
son, our representative to the legislature, is serving on the 
education committee and is becoming well informed in 
the enternrise of the so called Jacobs Renort. He, I am 
sure, stands ready to inform and obtain information for 
you. 

At the present time, new legislation is being pro- 
posed for our schools, and what laws will go in and ont of 
the hovper, we are not yet certain. We are advised that 
the onlv thing to do is to budget and apnropriate in 
terms of the laws as they now are. It is quite possible 
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that some of the new legislation enacted will not go into 
effect next year, because town meetings will be held 
before the date of enactment.

The Department had only six calls during the year. 
Two building, three chimney and one search for lost 
persons. Two of these calls were out of town.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1956 

Today, science is making rapid advances. The things 
we believed in the past have been supplanted by Better 
Methors for Better Living. Each year, our parents are 
having more opportunities to learn these methods: our 
towns are whole-heartedly supporting any and all ser- 
vices to make the goal of Health and Happiness possible 
for its people. Cooperative planning and working is 
gratifying, not only to individuals but to communities and 
its workers. This cooperation is freely given within the 
limits of Palermo. 

Home visits, school consultation visit, special activi- 
ties and follow up work is done as usual during the year. 

Special activities in 1956 were the Polio Prevention 
Program, Child Health Conferences and School Physical 
examination of the second, fifth and eighth grade pupils 

In the Polio program, since 1955. 103 Palermo child- 
ren have had two shots of the vaccine; 6 of this number 
have had their third or booster shots. In January, 1957 
an opportunity for the third shot will be given. It is 
hoved that those who are eligible, from birth through 
nineteen vears not previously protected, will particinate 
in the 1957 program. Onlv bv one hundred per cent 
protection can we aid in stamping out Polio, not only on 
a community basis, but on the national level. 

Tn closing, I wish to thank you for vour cooperation 
in making your town a healthier place in which to live.

The above was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments received from the depository banks. The amount on 
deposit with the Depositors Trust Co. represents the 
balance in the Grader account, which by decision of the 
selectmen is deposited separately for purpose of control. 
Expenditures from this account are supposed to cover 
operating costs and reductions of the note issued in 
payment. At the close of the fiscal year, February 1, 1956, 
the balance on deposit in this account amounted to 
$455.45. Examination of the accovnts of the treasurer 
disclosed that all recorded receipts had been promptly 
deposited and correctly credited. All disbursements had 
been made by check. and supported by properly approved 
warrants issued by the selectmen. 

Taxes Receivable $4,733.86 

Schedule A-1 reflects a summary of the uncollected 
taxes. by year of commitment. Complete details in sup- 
port of this balance is on file in the town office. 

Tax Liens $1,971.52 

Schedule A-2 reflects the detail of unpaid tax liens 
at February 1, 1956. Liens on support of the above in the 
hands of the treasurer were examined. , 

Accounts Receivable $887.99 

Schedule A-3 shows the detail of the above amount 
due from various sources at February 1, 1956. 

Tax Acquired Property $367.56 

A detail in support of the above is shown in schedule 
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A-4 of this report of audit. It is believed that an effort 
should be made by the municipal officers to determine 
the actual properties acquired by the town as a result of 
unpaid taxes, and unredeemed tax liens. 

Deferred Appropriations $8,000.00 

The above amount represents the balance due on the 
grader, purchased by the town by the issuance of a serial 
note in the amount of $10,000.00 due $2,000.00 annually, 
until paid. 

Accounts Payable $2,226.06 

Schedule A-6 shows the distribution of the above 
amount. The amounts have been charged to the effected 
accounts. It is reeommended that the old amounts shown, 
be charged off by vote of the town at the next annual 
town meeting. 

Authorized Expenditures $4,461.72 

The above represents the unexpired appropriation 
balances carried forward to the succeeding year. 

Deferred Credits $962.72 

The above represents 1956 excise tax receipts carried 
forward to the suceeding year. 

Surplus (Unappropriated) $8,636.90 

Exhibit ‘‘B’”’ reflects the various factors contributing 
to the increase of $3,665.20 on the close of the prior year. 

General 

Trust Funds, and the investment thereof were ex- 
amined and found correct. Schedule A-7 of this report 
of audit reflects the various funds, income earned and 
amounts withdrawn for use. 

The records of the School Hot Lunch Program was 
also reviewed. While this program is subsidized by the 
Federal Government and therefore subiect to examina- 
tion by government representatives, it appears that no 
adeauate control has been established. Your present 
program supervisor has done an excellent job in main- 
taining records of disbursement, and all monies received 
by her have. so far as could be determined been promptly 
deposited. No. control has been established for incoming 
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cash. At the present time various teachers are accepting 
cash from students and turning same over to the program 
supervisor daily. No receipts are being issued to cover 
this type of transaction. 

The sale of tickets, the color to designate the value, 

are recommended. These tickets would then support the 
cash turned into the supervisor except for the number of 
tickets designated as ‘‘free’’. 
Another problem which must also be considered by the 
municipal officers are the amounts due for meals con- 
sumed, as yet unpaid for. It was noted that the appro- 
priation raised by the town for support of this program 
was turned over to the superintendent of schools and that 
this amount was expended by him upon receipt of ap- 
proved. invoices from the program supervisor. It is 
recommended that. such funds be turned over to the 
supervisor and that all disbursements for the program be 
made from one source. 

The examination was conducted in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards applicable in the 
circumstances. 

In my opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the Balance Sheet Ex. A and supporting exhibits and 
schedules fairly present the financial condition of the 
Town of Palermo at February 1, 1956 and the results 
of the operations for the year then ended.
